4. Magnetic Disturbances, 1848 to 1881. 

It was my wish after the completion of my former paper on 
the magnetic disturbances of 1882-1903 (Monthly Notices , 
vol. lxv. No. 1, pp. 2-34) to extend the same inquiry to all the 
years for which there are regular magnetic records at Greenwich. 
In the ordinary way this inquiry would have entailed a 
great amount of work and occupied a considerable time. But 
my work has been greatly facilitated by Mr. William Ellis, 
F.R.S., who generously placed at my disposal his lists of dis¬ 
turbed days for fifty-five years, 1848-1902. I was thus saved 
the need of consulting the records in their entirety ; it was only 
necessary for me to refer to the photographic sheets for the dates 
which he had indicated, and the days immediately preceding and 
following them. Nor was this my only gain ,* for I had the 
advantage of Mr. Ellis's unequalled experience in the estimation 
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
